propriated the Communists, such “democracy” and 
“peace,” the meaning patriotism defined allegi- 
ance Moscow, the seat Socialist power. based 
“the solidarity the Peoples’ Democracies” and the 
“unity the Stalinist front.” means the destruction 
the “class enemy” and the negation “American imperial- 
ism.” 

The concept “Socialist patriotism,” expounded 
the Satellite press and top Party leaders, sharply 
contrasted the double evils attributed the Western 
world: “bourgeois nationalism” and “cosmopolitanism.” 
The former described the concept which capital- 
ism enrolls domestic support for its enslavement and ex- 
ploitation foreign nations. “Cosmopolitanism” pre- 
sented the theory advocated capitalist leaders abroad 
with aim destroying nationalist sentiment, and forc- 
ing submission the ideology the imperialist powers. 

Although Communist doctrine based body 
more less inflexible political convictions and economic 
principles, the particular aspect Stalinist theory 
stressed given time determined the daily impact 
domestic and international affairs. Recent efforts outside 
the Soviet orbit consolidate the unity Western Europe 
have undoubtedly stimulated this new interpretation 
patriotism. Czechoslovakia, one the most vulnerable 
areas the front, the slogan has been ex- 
pounded with unusual vigor and determination. 


Ideological Conference was held Brno, Czecho- 
slovakia, February 27-29, for the purpose “discussing the 
disruptive ideological activity under which American im- 
perialism conceals its aggressive war preparations, and 
launching fight against it.” The meeting occasioned 
numerous statements the nature “Socialist patriotism” 
contrasted with the pitfalls “bourgeois nationalism 
and cosmopolitanism.” Rude Pravo (Prague), February 
28, published full the leading speech “cosmopolitan- 
ism” made Minister Information and Culture Vaclav 
Kopecky, which gave the following definition: 


“Cosmopolitanism means world-citizenship con- 
cept with the purport paralyzing the relationship 
[of citizen] his native country and [making 
him accept] some kind nationless world community. 
Cosmopolitanism originated the ideological prod- 


uct [international] capitalist development. the 
theory preparation for imperialist war 
American theory according which nations and states 
will disappear and new world will arise, world

“Bourgeois Nationalism” Decried 
Kopecky described “bourgeois

“The bourgeoisie created cosmopolitan thinking, 
which suggests feelings nationlessness and 
the world general without specification home and 
nation could replace belonging nation and coun- 
try. Allegedly for the sake the nation [however], 
capitalists monopolized certain territories for their para- 
sitic exploitation for the domination all property. 
And from this developed the well-known product bour- 
geois class ideology: nationalism. 

“While inciting nationalism within their own nation, 
the plutocratic bourgeoisie great power cultivates 
cosmopolitan propaganda relationship other na- 
tions. The bourgeoisie imperialist State aims 
undermining the national self-assertion nations which 
intends dominate. This for the purpose de- 
priving them their strong nationalist and patriotic 
feelings that they will accept enforced alien capitalist 
influence, alien thinking and alien habits [and thus] 
tanism accept the ideological, cultural, moral and 
social ideas the great capitalist power which aims 
world domination. the past, was submission 
French, English and German influence. Now sub- 
cosmopolitanism and nationalism are only two aspects 
one ideology—of bourgeois class ideology.”

February 16, 
Literaturnaja Gazeta, which published Moscow, con- 
tained the following: 


“In each the books published our writers, va- 
rious Soviet nationalities are mentioned. But members 
nationality different from ours who are this coun- 
try are usually described guests. Writers should bear 
mind that Ukrainians, Georgians, Russians and others 
are not guests but members the family. most 
cases, the writer connects the word ‘Fatherland’ with 
the Republic which lives. This means narrowing 
the meaning ‘Fatherland’ that refers only the 
immediate surroundings. the contrary, our Father- 
land extends from the Baltic shores Sakhaline.” 


PERSONNEL AND PARTY POLICY 


Devotion the Soviet Union the “patriotic” principle 
which determines the choice Communist Party personnel. 
Even when this prerequisite fulfilled, however, the re- 
wards for being “Socialist patriot” are uncertain. Current 
reports about dismissals top government officials East- 
ern Europe shed light the Communist system making 
scapegoats those who fail carry out successfully poli- 
cies officially ascribed them. New appointments and 
purges throughout the area testify increasing degree 
Moscow control and continuous purification Party 
ranks. 


Romania, the January monetary reform has been fol- 
lowed the dismissal its initiator, Minister Finance 
Vasile Luca, and three his deputies. Radio Bucharest, 
March announced the following changes: 


“Aurel Vijoli, Deputy Minister Finance and Presi- 
dent the State Bank, and Alexander Iacob, Deputy 
Minister Finance, have been dismissed for grave in- 
fringements the law and government decisions dur- 
ing the period preceding the monetary reform. These 
infringements have damaged the interests the State 
and urban and rural workers. The two men also 
harmed the interests the workers and office personnel 
doran, Deputy Minister Finance, has been dismissed 
unsuitable. 

“[The Presidium made the following

“Gheorghiu-Dej, whose position was most threatened 
early 1948, when was regarded ‘national devia- 
tionist,’ has staged remarkable comeback and is, all 
appearances, the dominant figure Romanian politics. 
has benefited popularity posing the cham- 
pion ‘milder’ collectivization policy, and the sin- 
gle high-ranking Communist who retains some personal 
credit with Romanian industrial workers. Gheorghiu- 
Dej, however, not Moscow trained, and his power 
must perforce limited. 

“The intelligent, ruthless, Moscow-trained Ana Pauker 
had all the makings No. Communist proconsul, but 
seems that her very virulence proved her un- 
doing. Being considered the exponent all-out Sovieti- 
zation and the ‘executioner the monarchy,’ she was 
decidedly unpopular, and her decline began when she 
failed, the leader anti-Tito action, achieve 
success. 

“The Moscow-trained Vasile Luca would have made 
the perfect Kremlin stooge. Less intelligent, and there- 
fore more obedient than Ana Pauker, could have 
risen slowly the No. position. actual fact, his 
rise was steady and gradual. seems have reached 
the peak his career the end 1951 when, under 
his guidance, the State Control Commission superseded 
the previously all-powerful State Planning Commission 
headed Pauker man, Miron Constantinescu. Luca’s 
‘big gamble’ was the Monetary Reform January 27. 
known that this was carried out under orders from 
the Kremlin, and most probably under the direct super- 
vision Soviet economists. Had the reform been suc- 
cessful from the Soviet point view, Luca would un- 
doubtedly have greatly consolidated his position, but the 
reform has failed, and Luca, the man ostensibly re- 
sponsible, has become Soviet scapegoat. 

“The abrupt dismissal March Luca’s three 
deputies, one whom was also President the State 
Bank, appeared first sufficient for 
what was really caused six years Communist mis- 
management and seven years Soviet exploitation. But 
three days later, Luca was ‘relieved his duties’ Min- 
ister Finance. Nobody can deceived the fact 
that has retained his position Vice-Chairman 
the Council Ministers. The fact remains that 
out favor, and although may not liquidated, 
will probably kept ice for future purposes the 
Kremlin. 

“Little was achieved ‘Luca’s Reform’ and within six 
weeks after was initiated the prices black-market 
goods and the value the dollar went spiralling up- 
ward. The general breakdown productive processes 
which followed the measure and the open revolt the 
people showed that even Communist State im- 
possible transgress certain limits.” 


The writer concludes that minor political figures, such 


the ones recently appointed will continue fill vacated 
posts: 


“The facts described above not necessarily point 
any kind return some previous phase, such the 
revival the supremacy the now almost defunct 
State Planning Commission, under Constantinescu’s lead- 
ership. There seldom second chance Communist 
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politics. Both Constantinescu and Luca were over- 
whelmed cold economic realities, and neither them 
likely allowed another try. Since authorita- 
tive Romanian Communist seems capable becoming 
potential ‘economic dictator,’ probable that ‘sec- 
ond-rate’ figures will left fill the vacated chairs. 
Actual power Romania will remain the hands 
some well-camouflaged Soviet citizens, who will exercise 
even greater control than before.” 


Appoint Moscow-trained Official 


February 29, the Bulgarian Telegraph Agency an- 
nounced the creation new Vice-Presidency the 
Council Ministers: President the National As- 
sembly has appointed Karlo Lukanov Vice-President 
the Council Ministers. Until now, Comrade 
has been Chairman the State Planning Commission.” 
Bulgarian escapee has pointed out that Lukanov one 
several recently appointed Moscow-trained men: 


“The February changes the leadership the Min- 
istry Education, the Committee for Science, Arts and 
Culture, and the State Supply and Reserve Commission 
brought reliable Moscow-trained men power. Lukanov 
another one these. 1923, when the 
Party Bulgaria was disbanded, Lukanov went the 
Soviet Union and remained there, except for year 
spent fighting the Spanish Civil War, until 1944 when 
the Communist Party took over power Bulgaria. Dur- 
ing his residence the Soviet Union Lukanov was 
graduated from the Soviet Party School and subsequently 
passed through all the successive stages Bolshevik in- 
doctrination. After the Communist coup, returned 
Bulgaria head radio broadcasting. 1948 be- 
came head the Committee for Science, Art and Cul- 
ture; 1949, Chairman the State Planning Commis- 
sion; and February, 1952 Deputy Prime Minister. 
His appointment just one more step increasing the 
efficiency Soviet control the Bulgarian government.” 


Bulgarian Shake-up Predicted 


According reports, the recent changes Bulgarian 
Communist leadership are only the first steps im- 
minent full-scale purge. Bulgarian authority has analyzed 
some the reasons for government shake-up report 
the schism within the Bulgarian Communist Party: 


“Well-informed Bulgarian circles expect full-scale 
purge, comparable the purge now raging Czecho- 
slovakia, high government officials and Party leaders. 
This purge, which has been rumored throughout the 
captive area, long overdue, and believed defi- 
nitely scheduled the near future. The purpose will 
increase the number reliable Soviet-trained men 
power. 

“The present split the Party developed from the 
ideological rift which began early 1944. Almost 
immediately after the return emigre Bulgarian Com- 
munists from Russia, the antagonism already existing be- 
tween local Party leaders and the Party group exile 
increased. The Sovietized Communists considered local 
Communists inferior ability. They deliberately 
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underrated their contributions, and many cases openly 
evinced their distrust. With the help the Red Army, 
which occupied Bulgaria the period after the Com- 
munist coup September, 1944, the Moscow-trained 
men succeeded taking over leadership the Party 
and eliminating the local Communists from all key posi- 
tions. Later when the Moscow-trained men created 
hierarchy Party cadres, the local Communists were 
relegated lower levels. The antagonism increased 
even more 1945, when local Communists realized that 
the Soviet Union was exploiting the Bulgarian national 
economy. The Party split into three groups: 
Traichokostovists, Cominformists, and 
small group who felt that had deviated from basic 
Marxist-Leninist principles. Traicho Kostov, Deputy 
Prime Minister, was the leader the first group, termed 
the Cominform deviationists.’ 

“In October, 1945, ordered Kostov 
placed under strict surveillance. After the expulsion 
Tito from the July, 1948, the pressure 
increased and Kostov was ousted from the government 
April, 1949. Since then, Traichokostovism has been 
the object extreme Party terrorism. The Trotskyites, 
such Manol Sekelarov and Petko Kunin, and other 
‘deviationists’ were persecuted followers Kostov. 
These purges are still continuing, and though the Com- 
informists have retained their hold key positions, they 
form minority which Moscow needs and intends 
strengthen. The appointments Lukanov and Ivan 
Mihailov Deputy Prime Ministers and General Peter 
Panchevsky Minister National Defense are efforts 
this direction.” 


The report lists the percentage different groups be- 
longing the Bulgarian Communist Party and points out 
further reasons for the expected purge: 


“Bulgarian Communists can generally divided into 
four groups: faithful servants the Cominform who 
control the Party; the so-called intellectual Communists; 
the workers; and candidate members. The Moscow Po- 
litbureau considers the intellectuals unstable, with 
‘inadequate fighting spirit’ and ‘undeveleped sense 
Bolshevik This group consists about 
10,000 people about 2.5 percent the Party. The 
workers comprise percent Party membership— 
300,000 out approximately 430,000 Party members. 
This group, being the largest, naturally the most diffi- 
cult indoctrinate and the most unreliable. Poor social 
and economic conditions have caused the workers’ faith 
the Party decline, and the Cominform considers 
them ‘opportunists.’ 

“The 13,307 are complete fanatics 
their loyalty the Cominform leaders but their 
zeal become members, their merciless execution 
Party orders has given them bad reputation with the 
people. Ten percent the Party, about 40,000 men 
are Moscow-trained, and although these enjoy the rela- 
tive confidence the Soviet Politbureau, their number 
insufficient for Soviet security, especially since they 
not receive enough support from the rest the Party. 
Attempts are continually made Party leaders eradi- 
cate the increasing number ‘opportunists’ and ‘devia- 
tionists’ and overcome the split the local and 
Moscow-trained Communists.” 


Anti-Semitic Purges Continue 


Concurrent with the anti-cosmopolitan drive, the 
anti-Semitic purges the Czechoslovak government have 
reportedly continued. February 27, Rude Pravo an- 
nounced that Otto Klicka had been appointed the new 
Czechoslovak Minister Sweden place Gold- 
stucker, former Czechoslovak Minister Israel, who was 
transferred Sweden 1950. Goldstucker, Jew, never 
arrived Sweden take over his official duties. Rumors 
that was involved the Clementis case are, according 
one exile, substantiated the government’s naming 
new Minister. 

Another victim the anti-Semitic purges allegedly 
Ernest Tauber, Czechoslovak Minister Switzerland and 
Deputy Chairman the UNO European Economic Com- 
mission. The Commission was recently notified the 
Prague Ministry Foreign Affairs that Tauber’s illness 
would prevent him from attending the current session. 

March Radio Prague reported that Deputy Chair- 
man the National Assembly Frantisek Komzala had been 
appointed Czechoslovak Ambassador China place 
Weisskopf, Jew and well-known Communist 
author. exile who knew both men has written the fol- 
lowing: 

“Between the two World Wars, Weisskopf lived 
Germany and the USSR. When Hitler seized power, 
Weisskopf went Czechoslovakia, France 
and the US. After the Communist coup, was ap- 
pointed Czechoslovak Minister Washington; 1949 
was transferred Stockholm; and 1950 was 
appointed Ambassador China. His removal and the 
appointment Frantisek Komzala, who Slovak 
Czech origin and belongs moderate Communist 
group, are line with the present Party policy liqui- 
dating the Jews and promoting people who are more 
acceptable the nationalist feelings the Czechoslovak 
people.” 


recent letter from Czechoslovakia contained the news 
that Josef Goldman, Deputy Minister the State Planning 
Office, had been dismissed for allegedly failing planning 
Czechoslovak cadre divisions. exiled journalist has 
given the following details Goldman’s career: 


“Before the putsch, Goldman was one the Czecho- 
slovak representatives the International Monetary 
Fund and the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. When the Council for Mutual Eco- 
nomic Assistance was established Moscow 1949, 
Goldman was named the permanent representative 
the Council’s Secretariat. 1950, 
was named Deputy Minister-Chairman the State Plan- 
ning Office. obviously one more victim the gov- 
anti-cosmopolite policy.”

Radio Tel Aviv, March 23, announced that Mordechai

Position Weakens 


Reports from Poland indicate that Vice-Premier Hilary 
Minc has recently been kept out the foreground Com- 
munist politics. the tenth anniversary the Polish 
Communist Party, Minc’s name was conspicuously missing 
from the list those who attended the festivities the 
Polish Theater Warsaw. Several days later, February 
when President Bierut, Premier Cyrankiewicz and Jacob 
Berman inspected some newly built factories Warsaw, 
Minc did not accompany them, although Polish economic 
dictator his presence was have been expected. the 
light these events, Polish expert has said that the re- 
cent change Polish economic policy main reason for 
Minc’s weakened position the Party: 


“At meeting the activists the Central Commit- 
tee the United Polish Workers Party October 
Minc said that one the main reasons for economic 
difficulties was the discrepancy between industrial and 
agricultural progress. Minc also said that the ‘objective 
reasons’ for agricultural failures were the drought and 
the insufficient supply fodder, while the ‘subjective 
reasons’ were sabotage kulaks and other elements who 
wanted force the government change its policy. 
the end his speech Minc concluded that 
collectivization, although theoretically desirable, would 
disastrous the present time. This policy was adopt- 
the entire Party and explained throughout the 
country. recent statements Party leaders, however, 
Minc’s policy has been indirectly criticized and con- 
tradicted. 

“On January for example, Vice-Chairman the 
State Planning Commission Eugeniusz Szyr said that 
‘emphasis should not put the discrepancy between 
industrial and agricultural progress, but rather the 
fact that agriculture had failed keep pace with in- 
creasing consumer power [because full employment] 
and was unable provide raw materials [vegetable, beet 
roots, fibers] for industry.’ The more rapid development 
industry, Szyr said, was legitimate phenomenon 
accordance with the general conditions the develop- 
ment productive forces. His statement thus in- 
direct criticism Minc’s analysis.” 


The report describes President Bierut’s insistence con- 
tinued collectivization: 


“President Bierut also refuted Minc’s policy 
article the February issue Nowe Drogi 
‘Low agricultural production,’ said, ‘cannot ex- 
plained “objective reasons.” All those comrades 
who try use arguments about objective difficulties 
are making inexcusable blunders [which are] typically 
opportunistic. They want conceal their own mistakes 
deal discussion not difficulties, but political 
blunders which were committed and are still being com- 
mitted Party organs. important say that many 
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Party organs did not carry out Party directives and often 
failed understand the principles Lenin’s and 
teachings.” 

“Contradicting Hilary Minc, President Bierut said that 
the only method remedying current conditions was 
duce the cooperative form agriculture are not made.’ 
Bierut warned Party members that failure make these 
efforts would not tolerated. 

“It possible that Minc, exponent the oppo- 
site policy, will relieved his post. This possibility 
supported the fact that the Plan 1952 was in- 
troduced not Minc, but his deputy, Szyr, who 
said not word praise his chief.” 


Estonians Russian Descent Favored 


The Estonian Rahva Haal (Tallinn), February 23, 
nounced the appointments new Vice-Chairman the 
Council Ministers and new Minister State Farms: 


“The Presidium the Supreme Soviet the Estonian 
SSR has appointed Comrade George Nellis Vice- 
Chairman the Council Ministers the Estonian 
SSR. The Presidium the Supreme Soviet 
appointed Comrade Alexander Mette Minister 
Sovhozes the Estonian SSR.” 


Estonian exile has supplemented this information: 


“With the appointment Nellis, Estonian reared 
Russia, the number members the Council 
Ministers has been increased from 32, and the 
number Vice-Premiers five. Nellis was for some 
years head the Estonian Consumers Cooperative and 
member the Supreme Soviet. 

“Alexander Mette, like his predecessor Alfred Mottus, 
who died December 1951, Estonian Rus- 
sian extraction. Formerly held minor position 
first Secretary the Regional Committee Torva 
Southern Estonia. neither member the Cen- 
tral Committee nor the Supreme Council. His ap- 
pointment has reportedly been sanctioned Moscow, 
although took the Kremlin some ten weeks make 
its decision public.” 


report from Sweden says that Vilhelm Kuusik, one 
the six Secretaries the Central Committee the Eston- 
ian Communist Party, has been purged: 


“Kuusik was elected Secretary the Central Com- 
mittee 1948. 1950 was made Deputy the 
Supreme Soviet the Estonian SSR and decorated with 
the Order Lenin. His dismissal was only 
incidentally Haal January 22. describing 
the solemnities January memory Lenin’s 
death, the newspaper listed the six Secretaries who were 
present. Kuusik was nowhere mentioned and the name 
Otto Merimaa appeared instead. Kuusik was the only 
Estonian among the Secretaries the Central Com- 
mittee. Three them are Russians and two are Esto- 
nians from Russia. Merimaa’s origin not known. 

“In October 1950, Merimaa was appointed Secretary 
the Party Regional Committee for the island 
Saaremaa. 1951, was ‘elected’ member the Su- 
preme Soviet representative from the Lumanda 
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electoral district the Kuressaare region. the latest 
Party Congress, was elected member the Party 
bureau, which the Eston‘an equivalent the Mos- 
cow Politbureau.” 


Official Information Curtailed 


Continued emphasis the Party’s role the “vanguard 
Socialism” and significant restrictions public infor- 
mation are described other news items about the Iron 
Curtain area. According these reports, recent Com- 
munist measures Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Romania 
have been aimed limiting the distribution official 
bulletins and concealing Party activities. Czechoslovak 
exile has said that coincident with the “cosmopolite” 
purges, Party affairs are being conducted under veil 
secrecy: 


“Criticism shortcomings Party life has almost 
disappeared from current issues Rude Pravo. The 
official Party bulletin Funkcionar, which was previously 
abundant source information Party shortcom- 
ings, has now become uninteresting publication deal- 
ing merely with Party policies and omitting any concrete 
criticism Party organization. Even important appoint- 
ments the Secretariat the Central Executive Com- 
mittee are not formally announced but revealed only 
incidentally and without comment. March for 
example, Rude Pravo reported that the conference held 
the Cominform paper, For Lasting Peace, For 
People’s Democracy, had been opened Pexa, Sec- 
retary the Central Executive Committee. Previous 
this, the public had not been informed the appoint- 
ment new Secretary. 

“Another example Party ‘secrecy’ the fact that 
the anniversary the Czechoslovak Communist coup 
February, meeting the Executive Commit- 
tee was held. Instead, celebration sponsored the 
Central Action Committee was arranged the National 
Theater Prague. Such celebration lacked any po- 
litical significance. The speaker the evening, how- 
ever, was Deputy Prime Minister Jaromir 
Slansky’s successor and former opponent. The promi- 
nence Dolansky such occasion indicates that 
since Slansky’s purge has strengthened his position 
the Party.” 


Another report has given the following account the 
suppression official information Romania and the 
restrictions placed emigrants: 


“The Romanian Communist government has recently 
taken number steps prevent the opponents 
Communism from having written and official proof 
Party affairs. Among these, the latest that the Official 
Bulletin longer available the public, and pre- 
sumably, those government offices and agencies which 
receive are instructed consider classified mate- 
rial, Paralleling this measure, which was taken Janu- 
ary, the Official Bulletin has restricted the number 
its issues; instead being published daily, will 
published only when ‘necessary.’ 

“For some time has been common khowledge that 
taking books, publications other printed matter out 


Romania was prohibited. Now appears that people 
who leave the country legally are prevented from taking 
with them any personal document. Into this category 
fall birth, marriage, and divorce certificates, identity 
cards, employment records and even diplomas. 

“The State Department’s Blue Book and its an- 
nexes were full documentary proof against the 
Communists, based their own publications, that these 
restrictions are probably belated attempt avoid such 
‘unpleasantness.’ The effort seems like the proverbial 
‘shutting the barn door after the horse out the 


Czechoslovakia and Romania, the Communist 


regime Hungary has allegedly banned any detailed pub- 
lication its activities: 


“The regime now limits publication decrees and 
statistical data. Since February, permission send 
abroad the Hungarian Official Gazette has been with- 
drawn, and within the country itself, the bulletin sent 
only The same ban was declared the 
Statistical Review. Daily papers, including the official 
Party daily, Szabad Nep, have now ceased publish 
some the most important decrees. These are made 
public only through the radio, such the decree stipu- 
lating that dismissed employees must vacate living quar- 
ters formerly placed their disposal the government 
[see page 12]. The regime probably deems that this 
manner its method depriving citizens their legal 
rights will less obvious. 

“In line with this policy, production data being for- 
bidden workers. exile engineer has said that the 
Gyoer Railroad Car and Machine Factory recently is- 
sued order prohibiting any explanations the work- 
ers about the purpose destination the manufactured 
articles. introducing this measure, the regime prob- 
ably intends shipments the Soviet Union.

Restriction Party Candidates 


Hungary, elsewhere, the Communists have taken 
measures limit the number Party members. the 
National Convention Township Secretaries the Hun- 
garian Workers’ Party held Budapest March and 
Istvan Kovacs, Secretary the Central Committee, an- 
nounced that quality rather than quantity would the 
new principle recruiting Party candidates. quoted 
Szabad Nep (Budapest), March Kovacs said that the 
Political Committee had resolved “to exercise greater care 
selecting members order strengthen the Party’s role 
the vanguard the working class”: 


“This week the Political Committee discussed the ex- 
pansion our Party. [The Committee] decided that 
several Party organizations the candidates were not se- 
lected with due care and that emphasis seems have 
been put quantity rather than quality. The mem- 
bership our Party totals almost one million. For this 
reason, the interest further developing the van- 
guard character the Party, the Political Committee 
adopted the extremely important resolution that the 


future the main emphasis must put not much 
increasing the number candidates but rather rais- 
ing their ideological standards organizing groups 
activists, and inducing candidates participate 
Party work. The Political Committee further resolved 
that replacements Party candidates must improved 
better methods and more careful selection. The re- 
quirements for candidacy must made stricter. One 
our aims must that young people from 
years age join our auxiliary organization, the DISZ 
Youth Organization]. For this reason, the 
Political Committee has decided that, possible, candi- 
dates under will not admitted the 
Party Committees must strengthen DISZ leadership 
giving [the organization] good Communist cadres and 
must admitted Party members.” 


Hungarian expert has commented Kovac’s report: 


“The Party’s resolution select only the ‘superior’ 
candidates great importance. known, the 
Soviet Union only 1.5 percent the population belongs 
the Party. the ratio were the same Hungary, 
the Party would have membership about 150,000. 
apparent that the Hungarian Communists have de- 
cided reduce membership, which now approximately 
one million, imitation the Soviet policy. The first 
step achieving this goal was made transferring 
candidates years age the youth organizations. 
also evident that henceforth candidates will made 
regular members only exceptional cases. While trying 
make the Party vanguard composed only the se- 
lect few, the Communists are also attempting expand 
mass organizations, such the DISZ. This was manifest 
Kovacs’ instructions the township secretaries.” 


NEW PROPAGANDA FOCUS: 
“US GERM WARFARE” 


Alleged American germ warfare Korea and China 
presently the major target bitter Communist propaganda 
against the West. Launched with great intensity through- 
out the Iron Curtain area, the attacks rely usual 
vehemence rather truth for their power. the past 
month they have appeared continually and variety 
forms all Communist newspapers. Letters protest 
from scientists and religious leaders, on-the-spot reports 
depicting American atrocities the East, and reported 
mass demonstrations are among the devices used the 
Cominform campaign discredit influence and leader- 


ship. 


Hungary’s Radio Budapest, March 14, broadcast the 
text telegram written Istvan Rusznyak, President 
the Hungarian Academy Science, protesting “criminal 
American germ warfare.” The telegram was sent the 
American Academy Science. Rusznyak was the Chair- 
man the January Congress the Hungarian Micro- 
biological Society where the “scientific conclusion [was 
reached] that America using bacteriological weapons.” 
The Congress, which was the springboard for the anti- 
germ warfare campaign, was attended representatives 
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“The imperialists regularly drop Korea and China huge 

quantities infected insects spreading germs infectious diseases.”

People’s Democracy (Bucharest), March 14, 1952. 


from the Soviet Union, the “People’s Democracies” and 
Korea. Rusznyak’s latest protest was quoted follow:

Further on, hundreds them 
swarmed about smouldering ashes.

“We 
thought that would the end them, but they are 
incredibly tough.’ 

“*They were dropped exactly ten days ago,’ re- 
marked. 

beetles common around these parts would have 
died within few hours this weather. They must 
have been especially bred survive frost and cold.’” 


Meray also said that the Americans had attempted 
pollute the waters the Tetonghan river: 


“If the waters the river were poisoned the village 
Sonori, the drinking water Phenjan would also 
polluted. Bombs and machine guns have already 
killed tens thousands people Phenjan, and now, 
polluting the water with bacteria, [the Americans] 
wish exterminate the entire population the capital. 
Rumors have reached the village that bugs were 
also dropped kilometers the west and also the 
east.” 


the same day, Radio Budapest accused Great Britain 
attempting emulate the “American policy bac- 
teriological 


“Honest people the world over learned with profound 
consternation and smouldering hatred that the Ameri- 
can criminals want subjugate the Korean people with 
the aid bacteriological weapons. The British 
servants American warmongers have, seems, grown 
envious the glory achieved Truman and his accom- 
plices. This evidenced the question raised two 
British Labor MPs what agreement had been 
reached with Germany regarding research into bacterio- 
logical warfare. Truman takes Shiro Ishii his 
the crime against humanity, his accom- 
plices Britain not want lag behind. Even 
Churchill has Shiro Ishii his own, can nego- 
tiate about bacteriological weapons with numerous crimi- 
nals. Hitler’s so-called ‘doctors’ and ‘scientists’ are not 
only suitable experts but most trustworthy assistants.”

Recent legislation the Satellite area has followed the 
general Communist policy increasing Party authority and 
changing administrative organization conform the 
Soviet pattern. Bulgaria, new Penal Procedure Code 
was based Soviet jurisprudence; Poland, decree al- 
tered the ministerial setup accordance with the Soviet 
model; and Hungary, laws regulating housing and mili- 
tary registration were further steps cementing govern- 
ment power. 


February the Bulgarian announced that 
the Presidium the National Assembly had passed new 
Penal Procedure Code. Three days earlier, February 
Otechestven Front (Sofia) had published article 
Minister Justice Radi Naidenov citing Soviet juris- 
prudence the basis for the new law: 


“The already revoked penal law with its amendments 
and supplements was somehow changes 
our political structure. However, the adoption 
new Penal Procedure Code was absolutely necessary 
following the introduction our new penal laws. 
the new Penal Procedure Code, the principles 
Soviet jurisprudence, the Penal Code the Soviet 
Union and scientific publications the Soviet Penal 
Code were adopted. The new Penal Codes Poland 
and Czechoslovakia have also been used. The im- 
portance the new Penal Procedure Code great 
because its daily application the courts will help 
establish Socialist justice, and thus aid the building 
Socialism our country.”

Polish Ministry Subdivided 


Poland’s Trybuna Ludu (Warsaw), February 16, re- 
ported that the Sejm had passed law providing for the 
division the Ministry Heavy Industry into three sep- 
arate ministries: “The law [provided for] the setting 
the Foundries Ministry, the Electric Power Ministry 
and the Machine Production Ministry.” The explanation 
given was that the tasks heavy industry have in- 
creased considerably both production the field 
investments, and the introduction new techniques.” 
Two weeks later, March Trybuna Ludu announced 
the appointment the new Ministers: 


the beginning the session [of Parliament] 
the Chairman, Deputy-Speaker Barcikowski, notified the 
House that had received official information from 
the Prime Minister the effect that Julian Tokarski had 
been appointed Minister Machine Production, Boles- 
law Jaszczuk, Minister Electric Power, and Kiejstut 
Zemajtis, acting head the Foundries Ministry.” 


Polish expert has made the following comment: 


“J. Tokarski was formerly the Minister Heavy In- 
dustry and has been Party man for some time. The 
other two nominees are newcomers ministerial posts 
and represent technicians and experts working for the 
Party from the outside. The new decree another indi- 
that the Communist regime continually accumu- 
lates power and wealth, since the increasing amount 
administrative tasks occasioned this step. The ministries 
are now organized the Soviet pattern.” 


Sovietized Constitution Proposed 


Czechoslovak exile has reported that the Legal Com- 
mission the Czechoslovak Communist Party has recently 
recommended writing new Constitution based the 
Soviet model: 


“At the last meeting the Commission, two members 
Parliment, Oldrich John and Jan Bartuska, suggested 
that Czechoslovakia draft new Sovietized Constitution 
instead waiting for such directive from the Comin- 
form. Although the present Czechoslovak Constitution 
was adopted when the Communists seized power Feb- 
ruary, 1948, Bartuska said that new one was 
order because the Kremlin wanted the Constitutions 
all the Peoples’ Democracies uniform. Bartuska 
also suggested that Klement Gottwald initiate the work 
and become head the Drafting Commission, which 
the position held President Bierut Poland. 

“At the meeting, members the Commission also sug- 
gested that the Central Committee the Party co-sign 
all important government decisions. This custom prac- 
ticed the USSR and has been adopted recently 
Romania.” 


Hungary, Radio Budapest, February 21, announced 
the provisions new decree passed the Council 
Ministers stipulating that dismissed employees must vacate 
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living quarters formerly leased them the government. 
These quarters are reportedly homes previously occupied 


“[The] decree provides for the eviction employees 
who have arbitrarily quit their jobs have been dis- 
missed for disciplinary reasons from apartments which 
were placed their disposal [by the government]... 
The decree stipulates that the employer must give no- 
tice [to this effect] within days termination em- 
ployment. The notice remains valid even the person 
affected informed later than days after the termina- 
tion employment. employee who has been 
discharged for disciplinary reasons appeals the dis- 
missal, can forced vacate his apartment only 
the appeal rejected. the order for removal 
not complied with, emergency accommodations must 
provided for the occupant the housing authorities, 
who must informed the employer the employee’s 
personal record and the number persons living his 
household. The housing authorities must secure emer- 
gency accommodations within eight days, and the evicted 
persons must move into [the designated place] within 
five days after they have been notified the address. 
Otherwise, they will placed under the penalty dis- 
traint.” 


Hungarian legal expert has interpreted the decree 
follows: 


above decree threatens workmen who have been 
placed apartments deportees with the same fate 
their predecessors. Lack discipline, absenteeism, re- 
porting late for work and arbitrary quitting jobs have 
assumed such proportions among labor that the regime 
compelled resort severe preventive measures. The 
new decree will obviously ‘persuade’ workers more 
careful fulfilling the requirements the State.” 


Military Registration Enforced 


March Radio Budapest reported another new de- 
cree, which, according the commentator’s description, 
will facilitate the enforcement registration for military 


“In the future, government and State administrative 
organs, factories and other enterprises, agricultural and 
artisan cooperatives and private employers may hire 
men who are liable for military service, between the 
ages and 50, only the persons concerned have 
complied with compulsory military registration and are 
able produce documentary evidence this effect 
issued military authority. 

“If the would-be employee fails produce such docu- 
ment, the prospective employer must remind him the 
need register without delay with the competent mili- 
tary authority nearest his home. The military author- 
ities must also notified changes residence, place 
employment occupation persons registered with 


The Hungarian Nepszava (Budapest), March pub- 
lished decree “abolishing pre-marital medical examina- 
tions,” and stipulating that “birth, divorce and death cer- 
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tificates proving the decease former spouse” are neces- 
sary “only they can procured the country.” 
observer has pointed out that this measure will “facilitate 
marriages between personnel Hungary and Hun- 
garian citizens. Soviet citizens will not need any other docu- 
ment besides registration card, which issued the police 
those who wish rent apartments. The decree will prob- 


ably result legal complications property rights 
the married couples.” 


STATISTICS DEPORTATIONS 


During the past month, information deportations 
the captive countries has provided further details the 
arbitrary and unrelenting control exercised Communist 
regimes. commonly known, the deportations serve 
double purpose: suppressing enemies Communist gov- 
ernments and providing them with slave labor for 
construction projects. Furthermore, the uprooting large 
sections the East European peoples has enabled the 
Satellite leaders “recreate” cities—to banish allegedly 
non-essential elements from urban areas and house 
Soviet officials, government officers, Communist clubs and 
industrial workers. Current reports the 
with new large-scale deportations and list new figures 
the number people affected these measures. 


Romanian recently arrived has described the begin- 
ning large-scale deportation Bucharest residents: 


“As far back last November, rumors started circu- 
lating Romania that mass deportation ‘unneces- 
sary’ city dwellers was slated for the near future. These 
rumors were substantiated the presence various 
mysterious and apparently meaningless symbols peo- 
ple’s identification papers and ration cards. Unfortu- 
nately, these rumors have proved correct. The deporta- 
tions have already started, and are following the general 
pattern the deportations carried out the Hungarian 
Communist regime last year. 

“According the latest information, the Official Bul- 
letin the RPR, longer available the public, pub- 
lished special supplement February with de- 
cree pertaining deportations from Bucharest. The 
object this decree make Bucharest ‘workers’ city’ 
from which all ‘unproductive people’ will deported. 
The decree lists three categories potential deportees— 
each elastic that anyone can included the whim 
local satrap.” 


Bucharest Residents Deported 


These groups are follows: 


Families war criminals, persons already de- 
ported detained and families emigres. The term 
‘family’ include not only the immediate family but 
also ‘relatives.’ Those this category will allowed 
take pounds baggage with them. They will 
told where they are deported only the day 
departure. 
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“2. Former military personnel, former magistrates, 
lawyers, industrialists and businessmen who are 
longer ‘acceptable the regime,’ and former owners 
more than acres land. These will allowed 
take much baggage they can carry, but their des- 
tination will disclosed only departure time. 

“3. Saboteurs, offenders sentenced under common law, 
and persons under years age who retired. 
These people can take all their belongings, but their new 
homes must least kilometers from their present 


homes and located areas which are neither military 


industrial importance, nor close the frontiers. 

“It known that the final figure for persons 
deported from the Bucharest area 200,000 one-fifth 
the population. Deportations started the first days 
March and people are being driven out town 
the rate one hundred per day. Those who will benefit 
from this decree will not the ‘working class’ but 
Soviet military and civilian personnel, Communist Clubs 
and institutions, and finally government officials. People 
who are ‘non-deportable’ will moved other places 
that buildings even entire blocks can turned 
over those mentioned above. for the deportees 
themselves, they will probably occupy the many bar- 
racks which are being built the form oversize con- 
centration camps various parts the Baragan region.” 


60,000 Bulgarians Labor Camps 


exile economist has compiled the following study 
concentration camps Bulgaria: 


“In January, 1950, the Bulgarian government passed 
decree providing for ‘labor-educational communities 
for citizens who are politically dangerous.’ Since then, 
more than 60,000 Bulgarians have reportedly been placed 
concentration camps. The camps, which total about 
thirty, are located primarily the district 
now popularly termed ‘Little Among these 
special ‘re-educational’ camp for soldiers who are sus- 
pected being unfaithful the regime. 

“The deportees other large camps are engaged 
mostly construction work and mining. One camp 
near the Kutzian coal mine consists about 7,000 prom- 
inent politicians, intellectuals and clergymen. The de- 
portees are put work coal mines for about twelve 
hours per day. Since this camp only thirty miles 
from Sofia, used transit camp. Another camp 
with about 2,000 persons near the Bobov-dol coal 
mine Stanke Dimitrov. Here, the strongest opponents 
the regime are imprisoned, and since the mortality 
rate exceptionally high, the camp known through- 
out Bulgaria the ‘death camp.’ Inmates the 
camp are divided into two groups: one employed 
coal mining and the other manufacturing bricks. 
Officially, this camp sub-section the Kutzian camp 
and considered its ‘punitive’ branch. 

“Another camp with about 2,000 deportees near the 
Pirin mine Blagoevgrad. camp near Zagrad 
Dobrudja houses about 4,000 people who work vege- 
table gardening. camp the village General 
Toshevo, Dobrudja, contains 3,000 people employed 
irrigation projects. Damadas, Dobrudja, another 
camp consists about 3,000 4,000 people who work 
canals. camp Koprinka about 1,200 1,500 


deportees are constructing dam. Other dams are un- 
der construction Samokov, Cherven Breg and 
Each these camps numbers about 1,000 inmates. 

camp near the Cherno More mine Bourgas has 
3,000 deportees, and another, near the Plakalnitza mine, 
has about 1,200 people engaged coal mining. the 
district Turnovo, 3,000 deportees are working 
strategic railway line. Near Troyan Karlova, about 
$,000 deportees are constructing mountain roads. 
Klisura, Karlova, 1,000 prisoners are building railway 
tunnels under the Balkan mountains. 4,000-5,000 de- 
portees Belen, Svishtov, work canals and vegetable 
gardening. Rosiza, 6,000 internees are constructing 
camp only for women. the winter they are left with- 
out heat warm clothing, and diseases this camp 
are rampant. 

“In general the routine all the camps similar. 
Internees work about ten twelve hours daily, receive 
poor food rations and medical care. all the camps, 
the death rate high and the camp managers have 
complete authority over the inmates.” 


Yugoslavia’s Slovenski Porocevalec (Ljubljana), March 


reported Romanian and Hungarian deportations 
the Black Sea area: 


“During the past few years Bulgaria and Romania 
have concentrated their principle investments the 
region the Black Sea. The Bulgarians deported more 
than 150,000 Turks Turkey. About 100,000 Bulgarians 
were deported from this region other parts the 
State. ‘Politically reliable people’ from the Soviet Union 
—about 30,000 Russians with their families—were set- 
tled the vacated area. The Bulgarian Black Sea port 
Varna was baptized Stalin. Since 1951 has been 
closed ‘foreign traffic.’ Only Soviet ships are permitted 
come into port. The port Stalin already 
Russian. Another large Russian colony Dobric, 
renamed Tolbukhin after the Soviet Marshal who al- 
legedly liberated Bulgaria. similar plan has been 
developed the Romanian part Dobrudja. Thou- 
sands peasant families were evacuated. Labor camps 
were built the empty villages. 

“The Danube-Black Sea canal was proclaimed 
Soviet newspapers ‘collective enterprise all the 
Peoples’ Democracies.’ But all this proves that the 
Soviet rulers consider this region being under their 
own authority.” 


73,633 Hungarians Deported 
Slovenski Porocevalec (Ljubljana), February 29, pub- 


lished -the following news Hungarian deportations dur- 
ing the past year: 


“It reported from Budapest that the Hungarian 
Bureau Statistics has concluded its confidential report 
deportations during the past year and has submitted 
the Ministry the Interior. According this 
report, 38,633 persons had been expelled from Budapest 
the end August, 1951. Among them, 14,373 were 
Jews. additional 35,000 persons were deported from 
other parts the country. But the report states that 


the final number not yet known. Some time ago the 
Hungarian government issued official report the 
deportation few hundred persons [families]. 
contrast, the [secret] report the State Bureau 
Statstics states that least 73,633 persons had been 
deported.” 


According other information, the Hungarian govern- 
ment’s nationalization houses February has resulted 


the deportation many Budapest house owners: 


“By the end February, several hundred house own- 
ers Budapest had already received deportation or- 
ders. The individuals affected were given one week 
which ‘terminate their affairs.’ During this time, tax 
collectors visited their apartments and accused them 
failing pay all their taxes. Since house owners are 
permitted pay taxes quarterly installments, natur- 
ally, only the first quarter had been paid February. 
Since rent paid monthly, none the owners had suf- 
ficient cash hand fulfill payment the yearly tax. 
The collectors then seized all the portable property 
the victims and the house owners were obliged leave 
their apartments almost immediately with only one suit- 
case and about 200 forints cash.” 


Balts Resettled USSR 


the Baltic area other large-scale deportations the 
Soviet Union have reportedly been taking place since last 
November: 


“From November January about 8,000 10,000 
‘special settlers’ arrived the Province Archangelsk 
from the Baltic area. early November hundreds 
Lithuanian families were sent the Vologda and Ka- 
nosha transit camps the Soviet Union. January 
about 4,000 deportees arrived Kanosha from Lithu- 
ania, Latvia and Estonia. From here they were sent 
the province Archangelsk and settled the district 
Pinega and the area around the Mezen river. The 
deportees were divided into villages consisting about 
100 500 people which are administered the 
Trust for Machine Construction the Pinega District. 
The deportees, ‘special settlers,’ they are called 
the Soviet authorities, were told that they would receive 
machines and cattle and that houses would built for 
them this spring. present they are lodged barracks. 
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Most the internees are employed woodcutting. 

“From November January another 15,000 Balts 
were deported Komi-ASSR (Autonomous Soviet So- 
cialist Republic Komi), and villages composed 
about 100 families were dispersed throughout the dis- 
tricts Kozhva, Ukhta and along the shores the Pet- 
shora river. Lithuanian families were placed mainly 
Kozhva and housed barracks containing twelve fam- 
ilies each. These settlers work mostly constructing 
new power plants. The people have been told that they 
will settled here permanently, and will allegedly have 
the same rights the old inhabitants, except the privi- 
lege leaving the area. Despite this stipulation, Com- 
munist authorities claim that the deportations are ‘volun- 
tary resettlements.’ 

“More deportations are expected, and the adminis- 
trators the Vologda camp have been told prepare 
for other transports from the Baltic countries Feb- 
ruary and March.” 


“Albanian Death Camps” 
Yugoslavia’s Ljubljanski February 19, published 


the following article entitled “Death Camps Albania”: 


“Death camps are one the symbols Cominform 
rule the East European countries. Albania has 
least ten concentration camps. Some data 
conditions Tepeleni give good, though per- 
haps incomplete picture horrors and atrocities Al- 
banian death camps. Tepeleni, formerly almost un- 
known, has become famous all over Albania one 
the torture chambers many Albanian citizens. 
March, 1949, barracks built occupation troops had 
swallowed 2,300 inhabitants northern Albania, per- 
cent them wives and children. Every day 
agents bring new prisoners. Although there are 600 
people every barrack, the accommodations are 
longer large enough for the number newcomers. 
Conditions the camps are dreadful. The prisoners 
have neither mattresses nor blankets. Food rations 
medical treatment. There are washrooms. Dis- 
eases all kinds rage among the prisoners. They are 
obliged work more than ten hours day. under-

“While for the peasants the prices paid for the de- 
liveries the state compulsory quotas remain always 
the same and many cases are lower, the consumers 
enjoy ‘low fixed prices’ only for very few farm products 
which have remained, far, rationed [the rationing 
consumers’ goods was abandoned March 20, 

“After fulfilling their compulsory state delivery quotas 
for given farm product, and provided that everybody 
the district has done so, the peasants have the theoretical 
right sell their surplus freely ‘free prices.’ How- 
ever, the same time the Communist regime assigns 
special state-owned and cooperative organizations buy 
out all the surplus farm products state fixed ‘free 
prices.’ 

“The prices paid the consumers for rationed and 
‘free priced’ foodstuffs sold the state-owned stores 
compared the pre-war ones [1939] are the follow- 
ing:

The mem- 
bers the collective farm include the president the 
farm, his secretary, the bookkeeper, other office em- 
ployees, the party organizer, the youth organizer, the 


‘tenths foremen’ [every tenth family has foreman], the 
agitprops etc. The amount 
distributed divided the number workdays ac- 
complished the farm during the year. The result in- 
dicates the salary for one workday—a fixed rate work 
workday for functionaries the collective farm con- 
sidered two three workdays. The same applies some 
skilled workers. But, general, all other workers must 
work two and even three days accomplish the fixed 
workday rate. Thus the average farm worker happy 
gets credit for 150 days the end the year. 
Usually, most them get credit for only 100-110 work- 
days, while the functionaries are credited 600-800 work- 
days. 

“Since the crops are poor due bad organization, 
lack fertilizer and lack interest the results, the 
amount remaining distributed salaries usually 
very small. But one cares how the farmworkers are 
manage. They are told use their earnings from the 
land granted them for so-called ‘private use.’ Actually, 
each family belonging collective farm, has the right 
use from ares [40 ares acre] land for 
its own needs. They not have the right use for 
growing grain crops but may plant only potatoes and 
vegetables. Each family may keep cow, pig, some 
chickens. But they must yield the government 300 kg. 
potatoes and, they have cow, pig and hen, they 
must deliver 250 liters [ca. 300 quarts] milk, 
[90 meat and eggs. 

“It impossible keep cow such small piece 
land. They have use the pasture the collective 
farm and the owner the cow must accomplish cer- 
tain number workdays for the use the pasture. 
wants get cast-load hay for the winter, 
day, five workdays are deducted.

Rationing Czechoslovakia 


Shortages textiles, leather, soap, potatoes, bread, 
grain, meat, sugar and other foodstuffs have led severe 
rationing Czechoslovakia. The people are voicing their 
complaints without restraint and officials seem un- 
able cope with the situation, shown the following 
recent exile report. 


“The Consumers’ Cooperative, Jednota, north 
Bohemian town, held meeting recently discuss 
the new instructions concerning rationing and supplies. 
Posters said that officers the town and the district 
would present explain the new measures and an- 
swer complaints the customers. 

“The first speaker said that the rationing potatoes 
had introduced because farmers delivered only 
percent their prescribed quotas. agricultural 
worker the audience immediately countered, stating 
that the Cooperative confiscates the whole crop, remov- 
ing all potatoes fro mthe fields; farmer has any his 
cellar and the State which gets all them. 

“The same officer then said that bread had ra- 
tioned because some people would feed the stock. 
woman the audience reacted stating that 
shame for agricultural Czechoslovakia have bread 
rationing six years after the end the war. The officer 
replied that grain must exported against foreign 


currencies, but the woman pointed the news and 
propaganda about Russia’s enormous supplies grain 
for Czechoslovakia. The officer had abandon the 
subject saying, ‘You don’t understand it, let the govern- 
ment handle it, they know what 

“Shortages meat were also being explained poor 
deliveries from farmers who allegedly sell much their 
products the black market. man replied that farm- 
ers present were only employees the cooperatives 
run the State and that the State which manages 
production and distribution. Other people voiced their 
dissatisfaction with rising prices. The officer countered 
stating that those who complained were under the 
influence American radio broadcasts and that mag- 
nanimous Stalin would certainly help. 

“The meeting had become very turbulent and noisy, 
and the officer the Cooperative disappeared during 
scuffle the audience.

Improvements for Miners 


Albania, Czechoslovakia, and Hungary efforts are 
being made develop the mining industry creating 
more attractive conditions for miners.

These conditions are very different 
from those prevalent the capitalist countries, such 
France and Britain, where the miner’s life very pre- 
carious and hard.”

The USSR well business men 
Western Europe and the United States were interested 
buying this tobacco. After trade negotiations between 
the Bulgarian Government and the countries interested, 
Bulgaria sold the USSR. 

According information from former high govern- 
ment official, this tobacco was sold “at prices between 
$1.70 $2.10 per kilogram. For the same tobacco, buyers 
from Western Europe and the United States have offered 
between $2.70 and $3.00 per kilogram. The Bulgarian 
government, however, under Russian pressure 
tobacco lower price the USSR. Later on, the Soviet 
Government resold part this tobacco Western Eu- 
rope and the United States higher price than that 
originally paid Bulgaria.”

The press has dug Stalin’s old statement the pos- 
sibility peaceful cooperation between the Soviet bloc 
and the capitalist world. 

“The Moscow News, recent article, has 
gone wrong with the mechanism International 
Trade?’ complains that military supplies are being sold 
manner which have nothing common with cus- 
tomary business practices. How terrible that the United 
States should making free gift arms its friends 
and allies, while the Soviet Union selling them 
high price. 

“The Soviet Union also complaining economic 
discrimination. The USSR chiefly concerned about 
the restriction the export strategic materials 
the Soviet bloc countries. 


“We must not forget that the Soviet Union has re- 
mained far behind the United States and the other eco- 
nomically strong countries the development its pro- 
duction resources. This why its relations with the rest 
the world are characterized crude expansionism. 
Such relationship exists for instance, between the 
USSR and its Satellites, some which are economically 
more advanced than their exploiter. The Soviet Union 
has created economic bloc—by means compulsion 
and brute plunder—the members which, the Satellite 
countries, have been cut off from their import sources 
and former export markets. 


“It would seem that the economic expansion the 
USSR has reached its limit—at least for the time being 
—at the frontiers the Soviet bloc. Within the bloc, 
the Soviet Union’s predominance, attained non-eco- 
nomic means, absolute. Without, the Soviet Union 
has assumed the pose champion economic coopera- 
tion and non-discrimination; this part which the 
USSR must try act, both for political and economic 
reasons.

The picture changes 
soon these words and ‘principles’ are compared 
with the practice used the organizers the Moscow 
Conference. These principles are not new, not even 
within the Soviet orbit: Litvinov fought for them some 
years ago and did not bother Moscow all 
violate them intentionally soon certain possibilities 
appeared. 


“We shall not quote many examples too far. 
have had enough bitter experience. have had 
experience with the Soviet understanding the equality 
cooperation. There reason believe that Mos- 
cow has changed its attitude about these problems 
merely convoking the Moscow Conference. this were 
the case, then would mean that Moscow had de- 
nounced its entire foreign-political conception, that 
had abandoned its system exploitation, etc. The 
motives for convoking the Moscow Conference should 
looked for elsewhere. 


“The entire maneuver receives its full explanation 
only when considered connection with the pres- 
ent Soviet foreign policy game: calculated game based 
yielding and compromise. For Moscow the only 
chance reconcile its expansion least temporarily 
with the impossible situation which has been 
brought that expansionism. all this, seems, the 
coming Conference should assist many ways. First 
all, when Moscow organizes such negotiations and invites 
interested groups, means that does not plan war— 
such impression would the West. And, 
seems that these Russians are not such terrible people 
after all, perhaps possible negotiate with them. 


“To achieve this, very convenient bait offered. For 
business people: ‘we offer you broad market—from 
Berlin the Yellow Sea—and great variety raw 
materials and very high profits.’ Evidently, Moscow 
making every effort use difficulties the world 
market its own advantage. Naturally, all this, 
China the main inducement. Novoe Vremja writes: 
‘It would foolish believe that any industrially de- 
veloped country can disregard such market China.’ 
Clearly stated this means: ‘Come, trade with China. 
find great profits there.’ 


the Moscow Conference has its political 
aims. further attempt convince somebody that 
Moscow ready for negotiations. 


March commented: 


“They care little for the Geneva Conference. Precisely 
the same indifference the whole has been shown 
many times. Now they convoke economic conference 
held Moscow. April (too funny month 
deceive earnest people) they would like the economic 
experts the entire world gather. They hope for 
attendance about 400 delegates. The principle the 
Moscow Conference attractive one. predicts 
the removal obstacles international trade. But the 
managing body the Conference has poor reputation. 
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That the famous Cominform Peace Union. The prac- 
tice the Soviet Union provokes the most distrust, for 
has played ruthlessly with the destiny its Satellites 
and done much worse their economy. Some days ago 
the world was informed that the Soviet Union had 
ordered its Satellites increase and speed produc- 
tion military material and strategical supplies. What 
the Soviet Union would give them return—besides 
her generals and Intelligence officers—was not men- 
tioned.” 


contrast this strenuous denouncement, Radio Sofia 
March suggested that Yugoslavia might well benefit 
from attending the Conference: 


“The Titoist attitude toward the Moscow Economic 
Conference not characterized originality inde- 
pendence. Recently, the Belgrade press attempted 
represent the Moscow Conference ‘maneuver and 
The American capitalists, who not want 
peace because they make money out war, have found 
source raw materials for their military produc- 
tion. Copper, chrome and other valuable strategic war 
materials are being exported from Yugoslavia. American 
monopolies are buying Yugoslav agricultural produce 
ridiculously low prices and are selling them Aus- 
tria, Western Germany and other Western European 
countries normal prices, thereby making big profits. 

“Exploitation the Yugoslav economy the Amer- 
ican and British monopolies has resulted enormous 
deficits Yugoslavia’s trade balance. Therefore, the 
Titoists think they have sufficiently expanded and 
strengthened their trade relations with foreign countries, 
and that there need for them participate the 
Moscow Economic Conference. But the Yugoslav people 
know very well that the Moscow Economic Conference 
will adopt decisions which will greatly influence the in- 
ternational situation and will insure peace and security 
throughout the world.” 


Commerce Within the Soviet Bloc 


Czechoslovakia has recently inaugurated Trade agree- 
ments with various other the captive well 
with Egypt. The Swiss paper, Zurcher Zeitung, Febru- 
ary 21, printed Reuters dispatch from Cairo: 


trade agreement between Czechoslovakia and Egypt 
was signed Cairo February 19. Czechoslovakia 
will deliver Egypt 20,000 tons sugar [approximate- 
worth $4,000,000]. Egypt will provide the propor- 
tionate amount cotton, and Czechoslovakia will have 
the right buy more cotton the free market.” 


Radio Prague February 15, stated that: 


Czechoslovak-Albanian agreement the exchange 
goods was signed Prague February 15. Under 
the terms this agreement, Czechoslovakia will deliver 
investment goods Albania, mainly machinery and 
industrial products. Albania will deliver minerals and 
various agricultural products. 


Czechoslovakia, once the home the Bata Shoe Works 
which used export footwear all over the world, now im- 
ports boots from Hungary. correspondent Vienna 


learned from former employee the distribution appara- 


tus Slovakia that: “the State factory Debrecen [Hun- 
gary] sent large shipment army boots Czechoslovakia 
recently. Their quality was poor that they fell pieces 
within days. They were thrown the civilian market 
and two officials the Ministry Foreign Trade, respon- 
sible for inspecting the quality, were arrested.”

Schools for 
workers abound and increase, and exhortations from offi- 
cials fill the air. 


The Romanian newspaper Scanteia (Bucharest), Febru- 
ary 26, editorialized about the training cadres: 


“The realization highly responsible tasks which the 
decision the Government and the Party about the 
monetary reform places before the working people, the 
constant fight for the increase labor productivity, 
and the decrease production costs, depends large 
extent the manner which shall able train 
within short while tens thousands trained cadres.

The case Mladovo village, Nova Zagora Okoliya, 
which described Rabotnichesko Delo, will 
cause deep indignation throughout the country. The co-

“127 men employed the manufacturing 
department attacked and severely mauled their foreman, 
Anton Mustos, whom they held responsible for the de- 
portation nine their comrades Soviet slave labor 
camps. 

new machine imported from Russia had proved 
faulty and finally broke down altogether. Fearing 
might blamed for the consequent lag production, 
Mustos denounced nine men alleged saboteurs, bring- 
ing about their immediate arrest. 


“From the start, workers had been deeply resentful 
Mustos, rabid Russophile who drew triple pay (1800 
forints) for his role informer. After weeks tension 
caused incessant police investigations and searches, 
plus unpaid overtime make for the production 
backlog caused the faulty Russian machine, rioting 
broke out when the men learned that the nine so-called 


saboteurs had been convicted the mere testimony 
Mustos, and were already the Soviet Union. 

“Since police the scene could not cope with the 
situation, the political commissar the works called for 
help. Reinforcements, arriving twenty minutes later, im- 
mediately opened fire the rioters. Following the 
bloody battle they arrested some hundred men.” 


“Thieves Our Tomorrows” 


March Fuggetlen Magyarorzag (Budapest), car- 
ried editorial entitled “Thieves Our Tomorrows” 
which was confession sabotage and resistance among 
the workers: 


“In the mining industry for instance, during the first 
part the year, 18,203 cases unwarranted absence 
from shifts were noted. Taking basis the nation- 
wide production average—the coal output for this work- 
ing period should have reached 728,120 tons. This 
quantity coal would have been sufficient fill rough- 
36,000 railway cars with capacity tons each, 
i.e. set cars longer than four kilometers. The loss 
coal and energy caused these undisciplined workers 
deprived our people’s economy many new machines 
and consumers goods. 

“In the building industry unwarranted absenteeism 
amounted January 309,055 work hours. 150 two- 
room apartments total cost six million forints 
could have been built during this period. Thus during 
one month five five-story apartment houses were stolen 
from our people!” 


Labor for Recalcitrants 


Labor conditions Lithuania, disclosed report 
refugee fishermen, are under strict management: 


“Workers are under very strong supervision. You may 
fired once, you come work minutes late. 
Tardiness usually marked down ‘progul’ 
percent the salary first offenders withheld; 
one half from second offenders. After the third tardi- 
ness mark, the employee not only fired, but sentenced 
least six months forced labor the 
court. 

“There are several forced labor camps erected 
Lithuania itself, Vulnius, Pravieniskiai, Klai- 
peda, Silute, Akmene, Telsiai, etc. Yet they are provided 
for ‘short term’ sentences only. Those sentenced 
year terms more are without exception deported 
camps Russia. 

“If the personnel department factory receives 
some information that employee politically un- 
faithful, the employee fired immediately and the rea- 
son for firing entered his labor card. With such 
entry almost impossible get job elsewhere. The 
unfortunate must contented with occasional jobs, 
where not required show labor card. Even such 
work open him only another town some 
distant collective farm where one knows him person- 
ally, and does not last for long. Strangers usually fall 
under the observation the secret police. After obser- 
vation, follows investigation and interrogation. The 
interrogated becomes confused some point, and that 
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sufficient reason for his indictment political sus- 
pect. suspect means guilty the Soviet 
system. And guilty means sentence from five 
years forced labor. Sentences this type are 
usually proclaimed not courts, but the so-called 
Osoboye Soveshtshanye [Special Council] MGB [Min- 
istry for Security the State]. Such sentence means 
deportation forced labor camp somewhere North- 
ern Eastern Siberia. Even when the sentence has been 
served, the condemned may not return his native 
country for least five years. must settle des- 
ignated area and must appear periodically before the 
local police. 

“The worst conditions are endured those working 
the collective farms. The worker generally has 
freedom choose change his working position 
the Soviet system. While the cities this principle 
still not fully force, the workers collective farms 
are almost completely chained farm work and, 
man once farmworker, can hardly hope change 
his situation.” 


refugee worker tells series trials Czecho- 


slovakia penalizing mine workers for absenteeism: 


“Seven miners were sentenced forced labor for 
months and three miners forced labor for months 
for having been absent total 186 shifts the Co- 
lumbus mine February. They were sentenced the 
Penal Commission the District National Committee 
Zaluzi, the Most region. The trial lasted less than 
one hour. 

“Another mine Zaluzi, the ‘Victorious February,’ 
fulfilled the quota only percent January and 
ruary, also because absenteeism. 

“In March there will trial miners from 
Lezaky, Hus, and Evzen mines [in the Most re- 
gion] for absenteeism.”

“During the Five Year Plan the number industrial 
workers will increased 650,000, and, therefore, 
planning manpower and the training skilled work- 
ers have become important tasks for the immediate fu- 
ture.... 

“In apprentice schools, discipline not firm enough. 
Drifting away and migration are still too high and ab- 
senteeism too frequent. Apprentices fail realize 
that lack discipline now will mean more, arduous 
work later. Through training, Socialist work dis- 
cipline should become their second nature. 

“It frequently occurs that managers, with the excuse 
needing skilled workers for attaining their daily pro- 
duction targets, not release these workers sufficient 
numbers for the training apprentices. the building 
industry, training far too decentralized and cannot 
effectively controlled. 

“Another shortcoming that theoretical and practical 
training are not coordinated. There organic rela- 
tionship between apprentice schools, workshops, and 

this respect, great responsibility lies with the 

Office for Manpower Reserve. However, help should 
given Party organizations and the Union Work- 
ing Youth particular.” 


CURRENT AGRICULTURAL POLICIES 


Attempts bolster production and consolidate the 
collectivization farm areas the countries are 


with less than the planned response. 


Lately, emphasis has been placed providing agricul- 
tural management with politically reliable party members 
rather than with officials familiar with agricultural prob- 

Poland, despite the efforts the government in- 
duce peasants join kolkhozes (which Poland are called 
“productive cooperatives”), the results this action are 
rather negligible. According article Roman Zam- 
browski, secretary the Central Committee the Polish 
United Workers’ Party, published the Trybuna Ludu 
January there are 2200 kolkhozes Poland. 


“Quarterly communiques the State Planning Com- 
mission for the year 1951 stated that during the first 
quarter, the number kolkhozes rose 672. 182 more 
kolkhozes were established the second quarter; the 
third quarter showed increase 21, bringing the 
total number new kolkhozes 875.” 


communique the State Planning Commission states 
that during 1951, “855 new kolkhozes were 

The above mentioned communique also stated that 
January 1951, 49,500 individual peasants were organized 
kolkhozes. This figure rose the end 1951 22,300, 
reaching 71,800. 

Comparing this figure with the number individual 
holdings Poland, which given the Statistical Year- 
book, 3,342,000, find that little more than two 
percent the Polish farmers are organized kolkhozes. 


Bulgaria, result poor showings the produc- 
tion rural economy, Front (Sofia), Janu- 
ary and 11, published articles which members 
the Cooperative Farm Machine-Tractor Stations and State

Commenting the above figures, Bulgarian economist 
pointed out that “although during 1946 the corn and sun- 
flower crops were poor, compared the years 1936- 
1937, when the crop was rich, the figures are still too high.” 


Czechoslovakia, the government, under the pretext 
that the State Tractor Stations are operated inefficiently, 
has issued the following warning, according Rude Pravo, 
March 


“The Presidium the Executive Committee the 
Czechoslovak Communist Party, and the Cabinet [in the 
meetings March and respectively] passed vig- 
orous decision: 
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“In the majority State Tractor Stations the prin- 
ciple personal responsibility has not been system- 
atically introduced, the quality work performed not 
being checked, and therefore, the work performed the 
tractor drivers frequently poor quality and contrary 
the principles agrotechnique. Irresponsible and 
careless handling the machinery causes frequent de- 
fects and sometimes even the entire ruin completely 
new tractors. 

“In the State Tractor Stations the struggle for eco- 
nomic exploitation the common means production 
has not yet been sufficiently developed. The number 
workers increasing more rapidly than the increase 
output per tractor, thereby reducing the work produc- 
tivity the State Tractor Stations. 


Following are the highlights the new decisions: 


“To abolish, far wages are concerned, time wages, 
and introduce piece wages and shift norms exclu- 
sively. introduce two different price scales for work 
performed (lower rates for the socialist sector and double 
triple rates for the private sector), improve the 
cadre work the State Tractor Station, perform 
check all leading positions, assign these posi- 
tions only reliable Communists, and entrust the Local 
Party organizations with the permanent control the 
State Tractor Stations.” 


March 8th, the conference representatives State 
Agriculture Machinery Centers took place Warsaw. 
importance was attached this conference which 
addressed President Boleslaw Bierut himself. His 
speech was quoted Glos Pracy: 


“You have difficult but honorable task fulfil: 
the pioneers the new system agriculture and 
necessary break the political weakness the State 
Agriculture Machinery Centers which devote too much 
time the technicalities economic tasks and over- 
look the most important political goals which they should 
serve and with which they are intimately connected.” 


also stated that political activities the State Agri- 
culture Machinery Centers were being neglected which has 
some newly organized Agriculture Cooperatives 
dissolved owing “insufficient help from the State 
Machinery Centers.” 


corroborate this trend, Hungary, Szabad Nep, 
wrote: 


“In accordance with decree the Minister Agri- 
culture, after March will forbidden form 
new collectives. During this period the Party will seek 
‘consolidate’ the existing cooperatives and reestab- 
lish ‘work discipline.’ For this, the regime has need 
smoothly functioning Communist organization. 

good Party organization the belligerent guardian 
the interests the members and the same time 
the interests the state and people. fights and works 
unflaggingly order that the collectives may bastions 
Socialism the rural districts. Party organiza- 
tions should see that there should Party members 
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every brigade and work group, and that many 
women and children brought possible.” 


And Estonia, Rahva Haal, February 28, stated: “More 
than percent the kolkhoz leaders who were chosen 
the beginning the Estonian farm collectivization, have 
vanished and been purged since 1949.” 

rally kolkhoz leaders Tallinn February 27, 
the Russian-Estonian, Ivan Kabin, told his 1,000 listeners 
that there are only 270 leaders who have been able 
retain their posts since the beginning the collectivization. 


The Gazette the Czechoslovak Agricultural Academy, 
No. 7-8, 1951, stated: speed-up work productivity 
directly dependent upon the assignment and stabilization 
new, politically and expertly mature cadre-leaders from 
the ranks workers, former farm hands small land 
holders. 


State Concern Over Meat Production 
The meat shortage Czechoslovakia and Hungary con- 
tinues. The following news items appeared Rude Pravo 
February 22: 


“Employees butcher enterprises held discussions 
the decision the Party and Cabinet provisions for 
the increase meat production. They received 
bonus dkg [appr. meat per day, like all 
butcher employees. Since they worked without losses, 
they were accorded another dkg meat daily. The 
comrades calculated that the total bonus per day amounts 
8.70 [approx. 261 [535 lbs. approx.] 
per month. the discussion the Party and govern- 
ment decision, they pledged themselves renounce these 
privileges. Similar was the reaction the employees 
the Jednota cooperative Prestice and Radovnik. 


From refugee source was learned that Hungary 
decree was published setting regulations determining 
what types livestock slaughter are illegal. Thus, consti- 
tutes offense “if the slaughter livestock takes place 
without permit” the slaughterer secures permit “on 
the basis false data.” 


“In order prevent illegal slaughter livestock the 
regime has expanded the informer system. Thus, those 
who report illegal slaughtering will receive reward 
percent the worth the animals slaughtered. 

The term 
‘informer’ not only refers anyone making denuncia- 
tions his own initiative, but also those reporting 
illegal butchering ‘in the line 


Rude Pravo, March 11, wrote: 


“It has been ascertained the District conference 
workers animal production, that total 1,250,000 
kcs was paid the insurance for perished cattle 
1951, the largest part which was paid wealthy 
farmers. This fact not accidental. result, the In- 
surance will now report all cases the District National 
Committee which will check the causes means 
the Veterinary Service before paying the premium. Meas- 
ures will taken induce the wealthy farmers re- 
place every deceased animal immediately and keep 
the number cattle constant.” 
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Echoing this statement, Radio Prague, March ex- 
plained the Government and Party provisions concerning 
the proper attitude toward cattle raising. 


“We must get rid all unproductive cows and put 
only such cows covered, have been cov- 
ered, and will covered, according government pro- 
visions. 


Model Sitatute Praised 


Romania, the Bucharest Radio February 26, com- 
mented publicly for the first time details Article 
the Model Statutes Agricultural Associations which sup- 
plements decree issued June 1950, providing that the 
decision majority peasants one community 
binding all plot owners that same community: 


“Art. the Model Statutes Agricultural Associa- 
tions provides for the merging into single units the 
various land strips belonging peasants joining 
agricultural association. Moreover, makes clear that, 
although pooled, the land continues owned its 
former owners. 

“The Soviet collective workers are now able obtain 
rich crops and this, because nowadays the Soviet 
Union there are narrow land strips but only large 
arable surfaces, surfaces which lend themselves the 
application the most advanced agrotechnical methods 
which alone make such crops possible. 

“At the same time, Art. contains valuable guidance 
the proper management crop rotation, which 
henceforth will made the larger surfaces according 
communal plan devised This new 
system crop rotation will prevent the land from cool- 
ing; will increase its fertility preserving and renew- 
ing the capacity fertilization. Further, Art. 
shows how the necessary land improvements are 
realized—by reclamation, irrigation, and forth, through 
communal use the available installations.”

With the exception hydro-electric projects and ship 
building, there little new information regarding the ex- 
pansion industrialization the Iron Curtain countries. 

connection with the erection hydro-electric power 
stations, the Albanian Telegraphic Agency stated from 
Tirana March 


“Work the construction the hydro-electric power 
station the Mat River, the greatest undertaking 
the Five Year Plan, will begin this year.” 


January, for continuous days, the entire Albanian 
Communist press talked chiefly about the building the 
hydro-electric power station the Mat River and the be- 
ginning the work. January 13, the above news 
agency reported: 

“The news about the building the gigantic hydro- 
electric power plant the river Mat was spread all over 

Albania. The miners Selenizza Valona, expressed 


their delight that this power plant will illuminate their 
pits. They promised provide great quantities bitu- 
minous coal, needed pave the new highway and other 
roads which have constructed for this great project. 


Czechoslovakia, Rude Pravo, February printed: 


“The construction gigantic power plant its 
way the Southern area the Gottwaldov region. 
This will the largest power plant construction 
the Republic. The power produced will satisfy the 
present-day need the regions Gottwaldov and 
Brno. 


important canal, combined with power plant, 
being built Tiszalok Hajdu County Hungarian 
counterpart the Danube-Black Sea Canal Romania. 
According Magyar Nemzet, March 


“Huge ships will dock the great modern towns 
the region beyond the Tisza—Hajbuszoboszlo, Balmazuj- 
varos and Hajdunanas—where till now only children 
splashed duck ponds.” 


Trybuna Ludu March informed that: 


“During 1952, Polish shipyards will build three and 
one-half times more ships than 1951. The shipbuild- 
ing industry will produce few new types ocean going 
ships which were not produced Poland until now. 
Among them, new type coal cargo ship 5,000 ton 
capacity will built. Small cargo ships 4,000 tons 
will also launched and several types freighters 
loading capacity from 820 3,200 registered tons.” 


reported Riga Radio February 11, the Man- 
gali shipyards Latvia, long idle, have been put back into 
operation. 


“The Mangali shipyard repairing dozens ships, 
large and small, which are expected ready for new 
voyages soon. Recently large number speedy motor- 
boats were launched. present, fishing ships, type 
87, are being built. These ships are equipped with train- 
ing accessories. Early the spring they are des- 
patched fishing stations the republics.”

SCIENCE—OBJECTIVE AND PARTISAN 


importance the Ideological Conference held 
Czechoslovakia, February 27-29, was evidenced 

both the wide press coverage received and the 
invective the lectures “objectivism” Science. 
educators and than 900 them at- 
tended—the significance the Conference lay its dog- 
matic exposition the function Science. Rude Pravo 
(Prague), March quotes Fantisek Travnicek, Academic 
President Brno University this point. 


“Many scientific workers have labored under the mis- 
conception so-called non-partisan, exclusively pure 
Science. They have not reached the conclusion that 
Science must ciosely connected with life, that its real 
mission help [Socialist] construction efforts. 
The old metaphysical way thinking, the old concep- 
tion Science serious obstacle [to the application 
Marxist-Leninism].” 


One sentence particular from Travnicek’s remarks 
synthesizes and clarifies the two-fold role Science 
Communist society: “The international situation has pene- 
trated the realm Science, and our Science has the con- 
crete task fighting against imperialistic barbarism and 
obscurantism for Socialism and world peace.” 

Second importance the Minister Information’s 
speech cosmopolitanism, was that Ladislav Stoll, 
Faculty President Prague’s University Political Sci- 
ence. Professor Stoll defined the difference between “ob- 
jectivism” which condemned and objective Science 
which permissible. 

“The point that scientists should think scien- 
tific manner not only specialists, but also citizens, 
politically conscious people. This all the more im- 
portant today when historical fight going be- 
tween the forces war and death one side and the 
forces peace and life the other—a fight for the 
highest values human culture. obvious that 
scientifically thinking person cannot indifferent wit- 
ness this struggle and conceal his attitude objec- 
tivistic theories. obvious that such attitude 
unworthy man. Science itself, objective scientific truth 
demands that must stand with his whole soul and 
heart the side the Soviet Union, against imperial- 
ists, against 


“It concern ourselves with that bour- 
geois theory which creates the impression that our fight 
against objectivism and for partisan bias Science 
fight against objective Science. [The impression created 
that] there are two Sciences, one so-called partisan 
Science and the other so-called objective Science. 
There only one Science, objective and partisan the 
same time, Science where partisanship and objectivity 
are interdependently connected. Lenin showed long 
time ago that one the worst failures the old-type 
education lay its separation unity idea and act, 
theory and facts. Only the metaphysicists not see 
this unity [and] pretend that there are two truths, 
partisan and objective one, proletarian and 
bourgeois truth. 

strictly scientific, objective, theoretical activity must 
include element partisan bias, practical subjec- 
tive participation the activity healthy life forces 


Professor Stoll disavowed “Science for the sake Sci- 
ence” and claimed that Science put use the 
Party its efforts improve society. 


“Is not usefulness the true aim Science? all 
know that Science originated from the practical needs 
life and that remain forever vital basis 
the main interest Science. long remains 
close contact with practical life, will nourished 
its most important mission.” 


the subsequent paragraph, Professor Stoll praised the 
Communist interpretation Science for having abolished 
the “qualitative differences between natural 
Sciences.” 


“Science, the true, inspired sense the word, 
the mighty weapon mankind its struggle harness 
the forces nature. Today, this Science weapon 
the hands the builders Socialism, weapon 
the hands the working class, which its most reliable 
support. Thanks the possibility unlimited pro- 
gressive thinking Science, there disappeared the 
country victorious Socialism certain qualitative dif- 
ferences between natural and social Sciences. 

“In the atmosphere fof imperialistic Science] there 
emerged that type limited, unimaginative specialist 
who becomes the victim the worst and most obscure 
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philosophy and ideology, who feels responsibility 
the community for his work and for the results his 

“The English philosopher, Thomas Hobbes, cleverly 
remarked that the concerning the three angles 
triangle being equal two right angles somehow 
infringed the interests the rich and powerful, 
would opposed fervent speakers and geometry text- 
books would burnt. 

“To say that the participation Science the es- 
tablishment Socialism utilitarian misuse and limi- 
tation Science [is argument that can held only] 
the class enemy.

prominent Hungarian educator, formerly Professor 
History the University Szeged, has summarized the 
educational picture the captive countries: 


“School children, under the Soviet 
tem, are treated like adults. This done playing 
their consciousness workers Socialist community, 
which starts with training Kindergarten. The child- 
hood world fairies, nursery rhymes and games has 
been done away with. Furthermore, there differ- 
ence the treatment boys and girls. Both are put 
the same moral footing and receive similar physical and 
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military training. The technical and manual aspects 
education are emphasized and there absolute speciali- 
zation the schools, where students may not choose 
their majors these are predetermined the State’s 
requirements. This specialization has excluded all study 
related background material. 
“The most important subjects middle and high 
school are: Mathematics, Russian, Natural Sciences, So- 
ciology and the ‘Party.’ should noted that the 
study the ‘Party’ separate course, the life 
Stalin and the lives Satellite heroes, Rakosi Hun- 

gary, Gottwald Czechoslovakia, etc. Courses the 
‘Party’ are given weekly and include so-called free dis- 
cussion classes. 

“Subjects which not appear the curriculum 
Latin, Greek, Western Languages, the Humani- 
all subjects related Western History, culture and 
Eliminating the study religion the stated 
goal Communist education, but date this has not 
been accomplished all the Satellite regimes. For in- 
stance, Hungary, while approximately percent 
the school children received religious training 1950, 
only about three percent may receive today. re- 
quiring parents register with the authorities for their 
children’s religious education, which invariably results 
black mark the child’s career, the government 
eliminating this training. 

“According the Soviet pattern, universities maintain 
Departments Marxist-Leninism, Sociology and Eco- 
nomics, Literature and History, Medicine and Natural 
Sciences. For technological studies there are separate 
universities such the University Transportation 
and Traffic, The University Industrial Chemistry 
(which deals largely explosives), and that Heavy 
(Machine) Industry. 

“Although Western subjects are excluded the uni- 
versity well the school, university students re- 
ceive short course Western Philosophy entitled ‘Re- 
actionary Philosophy.’ This course includes such phil- 
osophers Aristotle, Plato, Descartes, Leibnitz and 
Kant, and deprecates their works favor Marx and 
his contemporaries: Engels, David Strauss and Feuerbach. 
Hegel the one exception this rule recognition 
the fact that Marxian Philosophy based 
Dialectics.

“Similar the practice other universities upon 
passing first examinations (medical students) may, for 
the time being, only study dentistry, pediatrics 
therapy. Other fields are not permitted.” 


This same channeling according the State’s needs also 
determines the subject studied high school. For

“Within period six years the number skilled 
workers will increase about 790,000, these 660,000 
will the technical field. The number employees 
with secondary education will increase 340,000 per- 
sons. short, the fulfilment the Six Year Plan will 
result doubling this number. 

“We will also make important achievements concern- 
ing employees with academic education. 1949 the 
number employees the Socialized sector the 
economy did not exceed 100,000 persons, the end 
the six-year period will increase over 200,000 per- 
sons. 

“In particular, the number employees with academic 
technical education will increase. the end the 
Three Year Plan there were 26,000 persons with 
academic and technical education, but 1955 their 
number will reach about 


Academic specialization under the Soviet plan the 
prelude professional specialization for the fulfilment 
the State’s requirements. According Radio Budapest, 


March 13, recent Hungarian Decree specifies 
that: 
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“Those concerned must given employment ac- 
cordance with the interest the People’s economy 
well with the development their professional skill 
and aspirations. 

“According the decree, now compulsory for uni- 
versity, high school and trade school students, graduat- 
ing after March this year acquire practical pro- 
fessional experience. (The decree does not apply 
members the Armed Forces graduates universi- 
ties, high schools, technical secondary schools main- 
tained the Armed Forces, graduates the academy 
for diplomatic service, for those attending evening 
correspondence courses.) The period compulsory pro- 
fessional practice two years for university and high 
graduates and months for the graduates 
technical secondary schools. The pupils will assigned 
their places work the Minister under whose 
jurisdiction their particular school belongs. The 
graduate must receive the ministerial decision writing 
simultaneously with his her degree, diploma grad- 
uation certificate. The new graduate will enter his 
assigned place employment under contract for fixed 
term. Should wish continue work for the same 
firm after the expiration that term, the labor rela- 
tionship may prolonged indefinitely, and this case 
the start the compulsory practice period will count 
the start employment only permission the 
competent Minister. Should, however, the assigned job 
not accordance with the graduate’s professional 
training, his complaint must personally heard, and 
justified, remedied the head the immediate super- 
visory organ. Completion the compulsory practice 
period must registered the employment book.”

“Kindergarten: Most kindergarten teachers Bul- 
garia are new and are trained the Soviet system. The 
few remaining from the old regime have gone through 
intense indoctrination courses Marxism. The follow- 
ing instance, which took place Russe several months 
ago, gives very clear picture what being hammered 
into the children’s minds. six-year-old girl goes her 
grandfather and asks him who taking care all the 
people earth. ‘God, child,’ says the kindly old gentle- 
man. ‘Rubbish, Grandpa. There such thing 
God. Uncle Stalin taking care all us.’ 


“Junior High Schools and High Schools: What was 
formerly referred elementary and secondary schools 
has now been merged into one, the United School. Most 
the teachers are Marxist trained. Old-timers have 
taken new educational courses which the basic sub- 
ject Scientific Philosophy, the study Marx, Engels, 
Lenin, and Stalin. Many the textbooks the 
eighth class are translations from Russian ones. the 
end the 1952-1953 school year, all classes will prob- 
ably have textbooks Russian origin. The Russian 
language compulsory subject and intensively studied. 
School begins 8:45 and ends 12:30. The afternoons 
are given over Communist sponsored activities: 
meeting and courses; all kinds sports, including target 
shooting with light rifles for girls well boys; recre- 
ation, clubs, choir singing and movies. Lessons are done 
the evening. bright student can his homework 
two hours. student may graduate without ma- 
triculation exam, but those who plan attend Uni- 
versity must pass it. 

“Political education begins the first class. The 
pupils the first through the third class are organized 
‘Chavdarcheta’ [in memory Chavdar Voivoda, who 
gallantly fought against the Turkish oppressors during 
the preliberation era]. First blue and then red 
ribbon awarded those children who distinguish 
themselves organizational and ‘patriotic’ activities. 

“The pupils from the fourth the seventh class are 
organized ‘Pioneers.’ The ‘Chavdarcheta’ and ‘Pioneer’ 
units are open all pupils. Students from the eighth 
class on, including the University students, are organized 
DUPY, the Communist Youth Organization. Mem- 
bership DUPY limited. Only students displaying 
‘progressive’ ideas are admitted. Pre-University student 
members DUPY usually have two meetings per week, 
where organizational matters and problems current 
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national international nature are discussed. 

“Universities: Admittance Universities and other 
institutions higher learning based comparative 
examinations. Other factors, however, such 
membership bear the final decision. Candidates 
coming from formerly rich homes and having ‘back- 
ward’ ideas are definitely barred. 

“The University DUPY holds meeting once every 
two weeks, and sometimes extra meetings are called. The 
subject matter these meetings usually explana- 
tion the Party line the country. University 
student can graduate without having passed the com- 
pulsory subject Scientific Philosophy (Marx-Engels- 
Lenin-Stalin) 

“Deserving students poor, worker origin and ‘pro- 
gressive ideas’ receive scholarships amounting 7,500 
levas (official rate 290 the dollar) per month during 
the school year. The scholarship may taken back 
any moment the student fails his examinations 
shows signs reactionary ideas.”

The Satellite press replete with references Russian 
language classes, classes the schools, classes the uni- 
versities, and classes for workers their hours. 
early morning Russian class described with the solemnity 
State funeral. quoted from Viata Sindicala 
(Bucharest), January 10.

Gogol’s Contribution Socialist Evolution 


Mihail Sadoveanu, the foremost Communist writer 
Romania and Vice-President the Presidium the 
People’s Republic, stressed the importance Gogol 
Russia’s evolution towards Socialism and showed how 
Gogol was always conscious the importance the Rus- 


sian masses, and their sufferings under the Czars. Sadov- 
eanu refers historical affinity between Romanians 
and Ukrainians, statement which refuted non-Com- 
munist Romanians. The following passage excerpted 
from his article Scanteia (Bucharest), March 


“The ties between the two peoples which live today 
next each other, Romanians and Ukrainians, who 
once lived sort community, shown the to- 
ponymy Romanian geographical names and the 
Slavic words our language [note: essentially Latin 
language] proof happy cohabitation. [These ties] 
are clarified the fact that [Romanians] understand 
Gogol’s humor and Russian humor, more easily than 
others. 

“Gogol expressed his dreams his immortal 
works. His dreams have flourished into realities the 
present day the great achievements made his coun- 
try—in our day—in the epoch Stalin.” 


Other comments from the Romanian press credit Gogol 
with “unmasking the savage exploitation the peasantry 
and activating against the cosmopolitanism the ex- 
ploiting classes.” 


Romania Libera (Bucharest), March printed edi- 
torial entitled Great Culture the Russian People” 
which stated that the commemoration the Gogol cen- 
tenary was not only opportunity for getting acquainted 
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with the brilliant work the great Russian prose writer, 
but the same time afforded opportunity for “still 
more powerful mobilization militant forces for strength- 
ening the might our homeland, for frustrating the 
machinations the dealers death, those odious enemies 
civilization and culture, the American and British im- 
perialists.” 

Similarly, Gogol celebrations took place Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. Poland, however, literary 
criticism was necessarily more discreet and certain 
Gogol’s works were not mentioned. For instance, the novel 
“Taras Bulba” which Scanteia (Bucharest) referred 
the novel which Gogol created “the grandiose image 
invincible people was not mentioned Trybuna 
Ludu (Warsaw). (“Taras Bulba” described the fights be- 
tween Poles and Ukrainian cossacks the 17th century.) 

The 100th anniversary the death Gogol was 
celebrated the Baltic countries well throughout the 
Soviet Union. Gogol’s works were performed not only 
the state theaters, but even several amateur stages. Sev- 
eral commemorative meetings were arranged. 

Although Gogol was always known Lithuania 
outstanding Ukrainian writer, who wrote Russian be- 
cause the general conditions his time, now pre- 
sented the Lithuanian people purely Russian writer, 
mention being made his ties with Ukrainia except 
say was born there. 

The following excerpted comments appeared Tiesa 
(Kaunas), March the organ the Lithuanian Com- 
munist Party: 


“Such poets Gogol, Pushkin, and may 
rise only from nation, which predestined play 
historic role the destiny mankind. All the na- 
tions our country and all the progressive people 
other countries commemorate this 100th anniversary 
with respect, esteem and love for the ingenious Russian 
writer.” 


Gogol thus presented anti-Western and ideologi- 
cal Communist: 


“Many Gogol’s heroes still live and act today 
the capitalistic countries (see cut). They wear clothes 
American English style, they ride cars recent 
model instead carriages and they buy, sell com- 
mit death live human beings instead ‘dead souls.’ 
Bourgeois parliamentary brokers—Tshitshikovs vari- 
ous types, the Churchills, Trumans, Achesons the 
bourgeois countries are buying the peoples’ votes. They 
even buy their actions and consciences. preparing for 
new war, they seek buy entire nations ‘cannon 
fodder.’ American and British imperialists—bloodsuckers 
colonial nations—are. Gogol’s ‘dead souls,’ which will 
erased from the face Earth just they were 
erased Russia.”

“The main value the story Gabriel’ lies 
its fundamental idea stressing the historically impor- 
tant unity the Estonian area with the Russian State. 
Using ‘Gabriel,’ Bornhohe expressed the correct in- 


The same article suggests that through the attitude 
one his characters, Bornhohe was sympathetic revo- 
lutionary ideas: “His [Gabriel’s grandfather’s] aim was 
exterminate the landlord class from Estonia altogether, and 
live freedom with his nation under the protection 
Moscow’s Czar.” His historical novels, “The Avenger,” 
particular, are described “having exerted tremendous 
influence the development Estonian national con- 
sciousness, not only the time their publication, but also 
during the ensuing decades.” 

According Bornhohe’s son, American citizen re- 
siding the USA, Rahva Haal has deliberately distorted 
the meaning his father’s works and has failed men- 
tion that the ideas independence, justice and patriot- 
ism promulgated Bornhohe were equally effective dur- 
ing the Estonian War Independence (1918-1920), which 
was waged against both the Russian Communists and the 
German During this war many the armored 
vehicles used the Estonians were named, “Avengers.” 


Literary Reshuffling 


The political upheaval Czechoslovakia with its rami- 
fications the press, characterized the closing down 
Tvorba and the daily Lidove Noviny, has been followed 
some significant changes the literary world. 
Novini, successor Lidove Noviny, has called several liter- 
ary critics from recent obscurity. These “reanimated” critics 
are some instances replacing writers whose positions with 
respect the Communists seemed secure. 

The exiled Czechoslovak novelist whose analysis the 
current literary situation his country follows, describes 
the dilemma facing even Communist writers. For today 
Czechoslovakia writer dares follow his artistic talents 
and consequently resorts quoting Stalin, Zhdanov and 
Gottwald. 


“The first copies Literani Noviny, the new official 
gazette for Czechoslovak Literature, Arts and Sciences 
which replaces the now defunct Lidove Noviny, shows 
new and remarkable feature. Literani Noviny, which 
was first published early February, includes among 
its contributors some names which have been conspicu- 
ously missing for long time and also mentions the 
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publishing and lecturing activities other authors who 
have been disgrace. These revived personnages— 
Novotny, Frantisek Goetz, A.M. Pisa. Otakar 
Mrkvicka and others—are not creative writers but lit- 
erary critics, art critics and essayists. Before World 
War and even after 1945 the majority these people 
were non-political. However, they joined the Communist 
Party the time the February coup 1948, either 
from fear under duress. Nevertheless their names 
soon disappeared from newspapers and magazines. Prob- 
ably they were silenced, the case Mrkvicka 
(the art critic and probably the only old Communist) 
they were exposed endless attacks and denunciations 
the part the young, aggressive and uneducated 
followers Zhdanov and Socialist realism. 

“And now suddenly, almost overnight, these formerly 
‘unreliable’ people are again permitted write, and the 
fervent Communist anabaptists, such Stanislay Neu- 
mann, recent State Prize winner, are silenced. 

“After 1945, the Communists themselves, considered 
Fr. Halas, Holan, Fr. Hrubin, Nezval, 
Konstantin Biebl and Novomesky the greatest 
Czech and Slovak poets. few years later only Vitez- 
slav Nezval remained. The late Fr. Halas has been de- 
clared decadent and pupil bourgeois doctrines. 
Holan, who his post-war poems welcomed 
the Red Army and praised Stalin, was silenced and 
one knows whether jail dead. The case 
Fr. Hrubin similar. Konstantin Biebl, who had at- 
tempted keep the prescribed line with his new 
creations, committed suicide (see January issue News 
from Behind the Iron Curtain, 26) and Novomesky 
tried for high treason.

The privi- 
leged citizen who wishes take taxi point out- 
side Sofia unconnected raid must special office 
where, commands sufficient respect, has the neces- 
sary money, and willing suffer the paper work, 
assigned car and chauffeur for his journey. 

“From 11.30 p.m. a.m. taxis not operate. 
further gasoline economy measure many taxicabs are 
propelled coal generators which are more expensive 
than gasoline and oil motors. One kilogram coal 
costs levas and will take taxi about one kilometer. 
comparison, one liter gasoline, will 
take taxi from four five kilometers.” 


Entertainment Goes Underground 


refugee from Poland reports that Polish readers are 
tired Party propaganda and are beginning seek out 
non-political reading matter: 


“The inhabitants Gdansk are weary political 
tracts and The novels government 
libraries are spurned, because their plots are weighted 


with political ideology. former times, ordinary 
readers still crave simple stories divert attention from 
the problems everyday life. This situation has brought 
new type entrepreneur into existence—the black- 
market librarian. Books which offer light entertainment 
can obtained Gdansk, but only from private 
libraries which charge exorbitant fees for these novels 
whose lack ‘importance’ has made them almost col- 
items.”

report from Budapest reflects the attitude the Hun- 
garians toward some the Soviet experts visiting their 
country: 


“Recently Soviet agronomist announced three-day 
series lectures the University Agriculture Pal- 
lagpuszta. The subject his first lecture was the mech- 
anization Soviet agriculture, and maintained, 
among other things, that the Soviet Union the first 
and only country using electric current for driving trac- 
tors farm work such ploughing, sowing and thresh- 
ing.

Finally the University DISZ [Youth] 
organization was made responsible, the leaders were 
dismissed, and membership cards were withdrawn from 
some the members.” 


Mail Suppressed 


Bulgarian refugee reports that private correspondence 
strictly controlled behind the Iron Curtain: 


“There official mail censorship Bulgaria, but 
common knowledge that private mail, especially 
coming from going abroad, subject examination 
Party authorities. the localities where militia 
office operating, censorship carried those of- 
fices; other villages the mayor who controls the 
mail. The people are well aware this state affairs, 
because their letters arrive with signs that they have been 
opened. Letters addressed political emigres abroad 
are stopped and only very rare cases, due some 
slip up, are they forwarded. Letters sent emigres 
abroad families and friends Bulgaria are seldom 
delivered. 

“In 1951, the village Teanovtzi, peasant sent 
letter his brother, political emigre Trieste, 
which enclosed the brother’s school diploma. This 
letter was opened the militia office Gamzovo and, 
upon seeing the contents, agent the State Security 
Police rushed down Teanovtzi. After threatening the 
peasant with imprisonment, the agent ordered him 
break off all contact with the emigre. The letter and 
diploma were held the militia and never returned 
the sender.”

Whenever they heard that agricultural agent was com- 
ing, the whole village, excepting women and the aged, 
took the fields. such time the Communist in- 
doctrinator ordered meeting held, would face 
audience composed entirely women, old men and 
children. Even the Communist would realize the futility 
haranguing such audience. 

“In 1950, commission from the Ministry Agricul- 
ture visited Kumaritsa see why collective farm had 
been formed. Hearing from friendly chauffeur the 
commission’s plans ‘raid’ the village, the inhabitants 
acted without hesitation. The arriving commission was 
met the village outskirts group youngsters, 
dressed their Sunday best and carrying Communist 
banners. Not able-bodied peasant was seen 
the streets. The commission members decided outwit 
the peasants and proceed the fields. 

“As they approached the fields, they were met 
strange sight. The male inhabitants the village, aged 
60, were working like bees, while group 
young village girls were singing popular Russian songs. 
The tableau was typical agricultural life shown 
propoganda films the Soviet Union that the com- 
mission members, after hurried consultation, decided 
would folly explain Kumaritsa villagers the 
advantages paradise made-in-Russia; was appar- 
ent that they understood better than the members 
themselves. The collectivisors returned Sofia, sparing 
Kumaritsa inhabitants from kolkhoz slavery.” 


Exit—No Entrance 


According the Czechoslovak Bureau Statistics, 
people with Czechoslovak passports left and entered the 
country January, 1952, through the border station 
one the main communication lines from Czechoslovakia 
the West. travellers with foreign passports entered 
and went out the country. 

comparison, official statistics for May, 1937, show 
that 154,000 Czechoslovaks and 214,000 foreigners ar- 
rived and 160,364 Czechoslovaks and 195,140 foreigners 
left the same border station. late May, 1947, the 
figures showed that 6,818 citizens and 13,841 foreigners 
entered; 7,449 citizens and 11,770 foreigners departed.

Chervenkov’s Retreat 
refugee from Bulgaria describes the sybaritic tastes 


the Bulgarian Premier: 


“After Vulko Chervenkov became vice-president the 
Bulgarian Communist Party and its government 1949, 
appropriated number luxurious dwellings for 
his private use. One these used owned the 
Balabanov family, beautiful two-story villa Boyana, 
suburb Sofia. The villa and its adjacent farmhouses 
formerly housed the United States Armistice Commission 
Bulgaria, and Chervenkov took possession the 
estate soon the American representatives left 
February, 1950. Surnamed ‘palace’ the villagers, the 
handsome manor surrounded acres cultivated 
park, with tropical shrubbery and exotic flower beds. 
For occasions state and large private parties, the villa 
has vast banquet hall which supplied with food 
from cavernous but modernized kitchen. Chervenkov 
furnished his home with items left behind the Amer- 
ican mission, and added confiscated furniture from 
‘bourgeois’ dwellings Sofia. Peasants who come into 
contact with servants from the villa stated that Cher- 
venkov, although connoisseur art, has amassed 
gallery valuable paintings his Boyana retreat. 

“The force guarding this princely dwelling consists 
members the Ministry Interior blue-cap militia 
who are lodged the north the park barracks 
formerly occupied Nazi troops. 1950 the construc- 
tion high stone wall was undertaken all around the 
estate. The wall has two separate entrances with armed 
guards keeping watch hours day. When Cherven- 
kov decides transfer living quarters from Sofia 
Boyana, elaborate security network put into oper- 
ation. Militia posts are set along the Boulevard 
Ruski. Peasants working the fields look see the 
famous Russian model sedan followed two Packard 
escort cars. spite various efforts, Chervenkov can- 
not hide from the people his intentions stopping off 
the villa for few days weeks. The people 
Sofia understand the meaning Boulevard Ruski mil- 
itia posts and the people Boyana note the increase 
guards around the villa.”

Central Europe, elsewhere, postage stamps and the 
names given streets, public buildings, and cities have been 
traditionally used eulogize heroes and historical events 
national importance.

Report Hungary, Three Reports Labor Conditions, (Research and Publications Service, 
1952) pages, mimeographed. This report incorporates three studies: “The Bolshevization the 
Hungarian Trade Unions,” Robert Gabor, “The Position Hungarian Workers between Janu- 
ary 1950 and December 1951,” compiled Dr. Laszlo Varga, and “The Right Work Hun- 
gary,” Dr. Alexander Brunauer. The first study describes the role trade unions the “trans- 
mission belt” the Communist Party Moscow’s The present structure the Hun- 
garian trade unions described, including biographies labor leaders. 


“The Position the Hungarian Worker between January 1950 and December 1951” presents 
production and wage data for these two years—new norms, new collective agreements, reduction 
over-time pay, new pension decrees and higher wages followed even higher prices. further 
discusses the problems worker migration, Stakhanovism, labor competitions, movements for in- 
creased productivity, the Labor Code and the attitudes the workers. 


The last study, “The Right Work Hungary,” outline the restrictions placed upon 
the workers recent labor laws Communist-ruled Hungary.
